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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the following communications: amendment A filed on 
11/24/03. 

2. This application has been reconsidered. The applicant cancels claims 1-14. Claims 15-30 
are newly added. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Newly submitted claims 15-30 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Claims 15 and 24 disclose an 
image processing apparatus and method, respectively that comprise a receiving means for 
receiving image information, storage means for storing the image information, an output means 
for outputting the image information, and a controlling means to control the storage retention 
based in image information that is output. These are distinct to the originally presented, 
independent claims 1, and 8. Further, claims 22, and 29 disclose an image processing apparatus 
and method, respectively that comprises a determining means to determine an output mode, a 
conversion means to format image data, and a transmitting means to transmit the converted 
image data. These are distinct to claims 6, 13, of the originally presented, independent claims. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 15-30 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 
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Conclusion 

15. The amendment filed on 1 1/24/03 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and 
presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03).
